BIOGRAPHICAL. 
Mh. IRVING’S STAGE CAREER. 

The prevailing topic of conversation in the- 
atrical circles and among lovers of the art 
dramatic for some weeks to come will be the 
representations to be given in all the large 
cities of the Union by Henry Irving and his 
company. He is acknowledged to be the 
only representative legitimate actor of the 
English stage. A telegraphic dispatch from 
New York in Tue TripuNe of yesterday 
announces his arrival in this country. : 

Henry, or, more properly speaking, John 
Henry Broderip Irving, was born the 6th ot 
February, 1838, and made his first appearance 
on any stage at Sunderland, Eng., the 29th of 
September, 1856. Although little more than 
18 years of age he resolved to adopt the 
stage as his protession, and at 
once entered upon a course of training in the 
provincial theatres of England and in those of 
the principal cities of Scotland and Lreiand. 
He had severa | almost insurmountable dit- 
ficulties to contend with, his voice being 
hollow and unsympathetic, his appearance 


unattractive, and his gait most awkward, the 


stride of his left leg being longer than that 
of his right. He is above the medium hight, 
squarely built, with a dark yet sallow com- 
plexion, raven-black hair, piercing eyes, 
beetiiug eye-brows, an aquiline nose, and a 
sharp chin. Altogether, the contour of his 
face isin length beyond what is known as 
the oval. With indomitable perseverance 
Mr. Irving worked on with a devotedness to 
his chosen art that is rarely to be met with. 
The hours that are generally spent in idle- 
ness and debauchery by the majority of the 
profession were given to close study, and 
after ten years’ apprenticeship he succeeded 
in obtaining an engagement at the St. James 
Theatre, London, appearing as Doricourt in 
Mrs, Cowley’s comedy of “The Belle's 
Strategem.” The impersonation was not a 


success, as the character is of the light com- 


dy order and unsuited to the artist’s style. 
r. Irving’s next engagement was at the 
Queen's ‘Theatre, London, where he was the 
original Robert Redburn in Henry J. Byron’s 
domestic melodrama “The Lancashire 
Lass,“ which was produced the 24th of July, 
1868. This character in a measure fitted Mr. 
irving’s peculiar manner and his rendition 
of it at once stainped him as an artist of more 
than ordinary talent.

MURDER MYSTERIES. 


THE STATUS AT LINCOLN. 
A QUIET SABBATH. 

LINCOLN, III., Oct. 21.—| Special. }—Sunday 
was a quiet day, not only to Orrin A. Car- 
penter behind the bars in the Logan County 
Jail, but with the people of Lincoln gener- 
ally. The excitement which has prevailed 
ie the last few days relaxed its tension, aad 

officials rested on their oars, so to speak. 
and mapped out their plans for future opera- 
tons. Sheriff Wendell, who has been mys- 
teriously absent for several days, returned 
early in the morning; but, while it leaked 
out that he had been to St. Elmo to witness 
the opening of Zora Burus' trunk and 
make a note of its contents, official reti- 
cence made it impossible to learn the 
results of his visit, Several attempts were 
made to worm the secret out of him, with 
the usual want of success. Of all the local 
Officials the Sheriff is the most abso- 
lutely interview-proof. The others take 
their cue from him, and have become more 
or less perfect in imitating him. 

CAKPENTER. 

Mr. Carpenter, from all accounts, did not 
rest well in the jail last night. He retired 
about 8 o’clock, slept very little till 11. got 
up and sat at the hot-air register an hour, 
and then returned to bed, where he rest- 
lesly passed the remainder of the night. 
To people who had made up their minds 
that he was gufity this was, of course, a 
very suspicious circumstance; with others 
who have all along believed him innocent, 
and who possess the faculty of putting them- 
selves in an innocent man’s place under sim- 
ar circumstances, it had not a feather’s 
weight and was regarded as merely the 
natural result of the strange situation in 
which he suddenly found himself—accused 
of the gravest crime in the calendar, and yet 
steadily protesting his innocence. His part- 
ner, Mr. Esten, called on him during the 
day and reported him as bearing up as well 
as could he expected. As far as known, he 
- had no other visitors durtur the day. His 
pastor, the Rev. Mr. Hubbert, who called 
upon him Yesterday, told Tur famunsf cor- 
respondent that he found kim acting with 
his usual composure. On assuring Mr. Car- 
penter of his most earnest sympathy and of 
his friends’ reliance in his innocence, Mr. 
Carpenter replied: Tell them 1 am glad 
they believe me innocent, which I am.” 

Iu speaking of Mr. Carpenter, Mr. Hubbert 
said he was a frequent though not a constant 
attendant at church, and a man whom he 
had always regarded most highly, and 
against whom he had never heard a word of 


reproach. 


DUKES. 

One matter was satistactorily cieared up 
today, and that is that Dukes and his father 
were actually here from 5 o’clock Friday 
evening until 8. when they left for St. 


gram from here expecting to see Zora’s body 
before it was sentto her late home. Arriv- 
ing too late they went there to attend the 
funeral today and are expected to return 
here in the morning with Zora’s father 
and stepmother. Official prevarica- 
tion and the mistaken impression 
that Dukes was interviewed in Indiana 
Friday, instead of Thursday, are responsible 
for the mystery concerning his movements. 
The officials now unhesitatingly declare that 
he was here for three hours Friday evening 
and affect to laugh at the purported Indiana 
interview in the Chicago newspapers as 
either wild exaggerations or romantic fabri- 
eations. The tact that he voluntarily came 
here, they say, knocks the wind out of his 
alleged statement that he wouldn’t come for 
the whole State of Indiana and utterly de- 
stroys the theory that he had any 
hand 
duct, they insist, is wholly inconsistent 
with the idea of Dukes’ guilt, and 
a powerful argument in favor of his entire 
innocence. While he manifested no very 
poignant grief at the fate of bis betrothed, 
he did express some sorrow and a desire to 
see her murderer punished. . 

The officials with their usual secretiveness 
practically kept him a close prisoner while 
here, and allowed no outsiders whatever to 
see him. In addition to the fact of his com- 
ing here voluntarily, they claim to have an- 
other alleged proof of his innocence. In 
other words, they took his own and his fa- 
ther’s sworn statement before the Coroner’s 
jury that a week ago tonight, when Zora 
Burns was probably murdered iu Lincoln, 
Dukes was at church over in Indiana, and 
that he could bring fifty witnesses to prove 
it. The officials and Lawyer Blum, who has 
been retained to assist in the prosecution, 
were evidently impressed with what they 
regarded as the apparent truthfulness of his 
story, and several of them said today that 
they hadn’t the slightest doubt that he was 
entirely innocent, and would be back here to 
tell all he knew that. might possibly throw 
any light on the mystery of the girl’s mur- 
der. 

THE DETECTIVES MAKING NO PROGRESS. 

Having demolished to their own satisfac- 
tion, at least, the theory that Dukes might 
have put Zora outof the world, the officials 
of course insist that the case against Carpen- 
ter is necessarily just so much the stronger. 
Indeed, they are claiming tonight that the 
only missing linkin the chain of cireum- 
stantial evidence is the girl’s whereabouts 
Saturday night, Sunday, and Sunday night 
All attempts to solve tis branch of the case 
have been completely baffled.

FUNERAL OF THE VICTIM OF THE LINCOLN 
. TRAGEDY. 


VANDALIA, III., Oct. 21.—jSpecial.]—To» 


day at half-past 2 o’elock occurred the last 
sad scene of the Lincoin tragedy of Sunday 
last, when all that was mortal of poor Zora 
Burns, the victim, was consigned to earth 
beside her mother and five sisters in the fam- 
lily burying-ground near St. Elmo. Hundreds 
of curious people and friends of the dead 
girl could ve seen wending their way toward 
the humble home of William II. H. Burns 
long before the hour for the funeral, many 
coming a distance of twenty miles. Little

THE LAST SAD RITES.

The scene was inex 
pressibly sad and cannot easily be described, 
The grief-stricken father, who is almost 
worn out by a week of care and anxiety, bore 
up with remarkable fortitade. The step 
mother, who seems to have been greatly at- 
tached to the girly broke almost completely 
down under the trying ordeal and gave 
vent to her feelings in sobs that she 
did not attempt to suppress. Thomas Dukes, 
who was engaged to marry Zora Burns, and 
who bas been so wrongfully accused of be- 
ing implicated in the warder, was the chief 
mourner.

—The case of the adventuress Aggie Hiil 
against ex-Senator Sharon is only one of a 
series that has occupied the attention of the 
court fer several years.

the papers and generally believed that he is 


an ex-convict sailing under an assumed 


name. A few years ago a wealthy oculist, 


Dr. W. F. Smith, formerly of Indiana, saw 
proper to get a divorce from his wife. Neil 
son espoused her cause. The Doctor 
removed to Arizona, and the Legislature 
of that State passeda bill granting the di- 
vorce, whereupon the liberated oculist re- 
moved back and married a niece of ex-Con- 
gressman Tom Fitch, of Nevada, and who 
for a short time endeavored to practice law 


in Chicago. 
ALLEGED BLACKMAIL. 
Mrs. Smith and her devoted friend Neilson 


caused Smith’s arrest for bigamy, and the 
courts decided that the Arizona divorce was 


illegal, and of course the marriage with the 


Carpenter girl a sham. Mrs. Smith and 


Neilson condoned the offense by agreeing 
not to push the charge of bigamy against 
Dr. Smith if he would pay $100 a month as 
alimony for five years. He did this and the 
five years expired a few months ago,

WasHiInoton, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special.)— 
The Director of the Mint has prepared tables 
showing the amount of specie and paper cir- 
culation of the United States in the Treas- 
ury, and in the banks, and in general circula- 
tion Oct. 1. The conclusion from these tables 


statement, published some time in July, 
there was an actual netincrease of money of 
all kinds in the hands of the people Oct 1 
last of $19,115,635, as compared with a similar 
statement made Oct. 1, 1882. The effects upon 
the National bank circulation of the calls 
‘of 3 per cent bonds were not seen in the 
bank statement of July last. TheController 
of the Currency has demanded another 
statement of the condition of the National 
banks, which will show thejamount of con- 
traction and make an exact statement pos- 
sible as to whether or not during the year 
there will have been any actual net con- 
traction.

EXPEDITION OF LETTER-DELIVERY RECOM- 

MENDED. 

In view of the large excess of postage on 
local matter over the cost of free-delivery 
service, and taking into consideration the 
fact that local correspondence increases in 

roportion to the facilities afforded, it should 
be extended and liberal 123232 made 
to bring it up to the highest practicable 
standard in cities where it is now in opera- 
tion. ‘This service meets reneral de- 
mands of business and social life, but fails 
to meet the dispatch required in the delivery 
of letters of exceptional importauce. Under 
the present system letters received after car- 
riers go out upon their trips, whatever their 
importance, must lie in the office till the next 
trip. At 6 o’clock b. m., when deliver 
closes for the day, they must lie over till 
next morning, and this delay frequently fails 
to meet the object of the communication. 
Out of this want of more speedy delivery 
have grown up in several large cities private 
enterprises, which are now conducted in 
competition with this service, and are divert- 
ing from the legitimate revenues of the de- 
partment thousands of dollars yearly. Pat- 
ronage bestowed upon them evinces the pub- 
lie demand for the more speedy delivery of 
certain classes of correspondence. To meet 
this want it is suegested that a special stamp 
be provided which, when aflixed to a letter, 
whetner mail orlocal, in addition to the or- 
postage-stamp, shall be rewarded by 
the office addressed as entitling the letter to 
immediate delivery vp to 10 o’clock p. m. 
To provide for their delivery itis suggested 

boys be employed required to pro- 
cure receipts from the party addressed or 
some authorized person. 1 

REDWCTION OF LOCAL POSTAGE. 
In view of the excess of receipts of 
on local matter alone over the cost of its 
delivery ($1,021,894), it seems the time has 
arrived when the postage on local letters at 
offices where the carrier system is in opera- 
tion be reduced from two cents to one cent. 
Such reduction will surely result 
in a very large increase in the local 
business... The reports of inspectors 
who investigated the unlawful dispatch 
companies show that the department is los- 
ing thousands of dollars annually by their 
competition. They offer no better facilities 
than the department, and the only thing 
gained by their patrons is one cent on a let- 
ter. A reduction of local postage would re- 
sult in a very great increase in business as 
well as meet the demands of cities now 
served by carriers. 

MONEY ORDERS. 

The endeavor to *‘divurce” the money-order 
work from other postal business as contem- 
plated by Congress is causing much trouble 
all over the country and great annoyance to 
this office. The law should be amended 80 
as to provide that the annual allowance for 
clerk hire should cover the entire cost of 
labor required at any and all points. The 
present system of making allowances for ex- 
penses at offices of the first and second classes 
is not practical nor just, ana should be 
changed so us to base the allowances upon 
gross receipts and revenue returned.

COMMANDER WILDES’ REPLY. 
To this Commander Wildes replies that the 
boilers of the Yantic were in an unreliable 
condition. When ordered to fit for the 
Northern cruise repairs were pushed night 
and day to hasten the devarture, but, not be- 
ing finished on sailiug-day, material for 
completing the work was put on board and 
repairs continued from time to time until 
the arrival at Godhaven. Knowing that 
from thence northward the main dependence 
would ve on the engines, he determined to 
get the boilers in fair condition before leay- 
ing. This took six days. One day 
was then taken to get coal from the 
brig Peru, which had just arrived. 
Then thick, heavy weather set in, which de- 


layed the departure two days. He arri ved at 
Godhaven with but 170 tons of coal, and 
more time was lost, sojit was July 25 before 
he could leave. Six days more were lost by 


Upernavik for sea. No time was lost and 
no unnecessary delay made at any point, 
Had he sailed from Godhaven at the same 
time as the Proteus, besides being unable to 
keep up with her, he would have arrived at 
Littleton Island with his coal reduced to 
seventy-five tons and the boilers in a leaky, 
precarious condition. 
Commander Wildes describes the dangers 
connected with the passage through Mel- 
ville Bay, and says he did not delay one mo- 
ment after he considered the ship prepared, 
but pushed ahead, and oniy reached Pandora 
Harbor to find the boats had gone south six 
days before. He considered it his first and 
paramount duty on learning the loss of the 
Proteus to pick up the boats, which con- 
tained thirty-seven men, and having done 
that it would be time to consider what next. 
Having made a longand unsuccessful search 
tor the boats a peat pack of ice moved 
down behind the Yantie, preventing her re- 
turn northward and leaving no alternative 
but to proceed to Upernavik. 
The letter concludes as follows: 
The memorandum marked “Inciosure 4,” 
with no date or signature, which 1 presume are 
the supplementary instrucuons so often shoken 
of, was never heard of by me until our arrival 
in St. Johns, nor seen until now. Lam prepared 
to shoulder all responsibility which properly be- 
longs to me, and if this statement is not satis- 
factory and there still remain doubts in the 
partment that I have not done my duty us an 
officer of the United States navy. I respectfully 
request that a court of inquiry may be ordered 
on my conduct, as I do not wish to rest under 
the imputation that I have beedlesly and un- 
necessarly left Lieut.

FRENCH FOOLISHNESS. 


Ruining the Republic—A Plot Against 
Perry. 

London Pall Mall .Gazette: Mr. Frederic 
Harrison has published the following traus- 
lation of a letter addressed to him from Paris 
by an ardent Republican, dated the 4th of 
October: 

The latest escapade of our Irreconcilables 
will hardly surprise you much. You know 
as well as we do that they are capable of 
anything. They would ruin France or 
dismember it to assert their dogmas. 
Could folly be greater than that of 
the few thousand persons who out- 
rageously insult the official representative of 
a vation with whom they declare they-desire 
the most friendly relations? Unhappily we 
are all, asa nation, liable for them, and the 
tolly of some recoils on us all. You cannot 
conceive the consternation, the indignation, 
of the immense majority of the population— 
1 do not mean in France, but in Paris—at so 
gross a violation of common decency and so 
wanton a defiance of ordinary selt-interest. 
Except from some few thousands of mad- 
men, whom no experience can teach 
and no calamity can soften, and 
except some hundreds of advent- 
urers who wish to trade on the mis- 
fortunes of the country, I find every one in 
consternation. I need hardly tell you that 
the blow was directed far more at the Minis- 
ters than at the King. M. Wilson, the son- 
in-law of the President, and the adversary 
of all Ministries which do not include him- 
self. the bitter enemy of Gambetta, and the 
one who most contributed to his fall—the 
„honest M. Wilson is one of the chief au- 
thors of the plot. And in order to ruin M. 
Ferry they have not scrupled to drive anoth- 
er nation into that genera! alliance in Europe 
which is forming against us. Democracy 
ure and simple wil! be the death of France. 
t is but right to remember that in 
such a situation the Government and even 
the majority are powerless against the reck- 
lesness of some. It is not illegal to hiss in 
the streets, and it is difficult to see what the 
Government could do.

BULLETS DID IT. 


W. A. Paddacks Almost Instantly 
Killed by His Brother-in-Law, 
A. J. Mason. 


The Weapon Belonged to the Victin— 
Matrimonial Infelicity Led to the 


At ten minutes past 7 last evening Andrew 
J. Mason shot and instantly killed his broth- 
er-in-law, William A. Paddac':s, at the com 
ner of Paulina and Walnut streets. The 
shooting is the outgrowth of a family feud 
that has existed since Paddacks married 
Eva Mason, July 1, 1880. The marriage was 
opposed by the wife’s family, owing to 
Paddacks’ habits; but after it was 
contracted repeated efforts were made to 
reform the husband. Paddacks was a pho- 


her father, Charles Mason, started Paddacks 
in ness. He continued in this but a short 
time when he sold out and went to Indiana, 
his wife accompanying him. Crawfordsville, 
Ind., ie Paddacks’ home, and he secured em- 
ployment there for a time, when he again re- 
turned to this city. He remained here buta 
short time when he left the city, returning 
about a year ago. 
A BAD MAN. 

Mr. Mason, Paddacks’ father-in-law, says 
that he assisted him in business upon his re 
turn to the city, and that his son who shot 
Paddacks, also aided him. He said that 
Paddacks’ habits were irregular and his as- 
sociates of the lowest kind. He frequented 
disreputable houses and contracted a vile 


disease. For this cause, July W last, 
his wite left him and returned 
to the house ot her father, 


No. 49 Wainut street, at which place Charies 
Mason conducts a doarding-nhouse. Previ- 
ously a child had been born to Mrs. Pad- 
dacks—a girl,now 13 months old—and recent- 
lv she gave birth toa still-born child. The 
day that his wife left him Paddacks left the 
city for Crawfordsville, Ind. Previously he 
had disposed of his business. His father-in- 
law was at Paddacks’ place of busivess dur- 
ing the sale, ond remonstrated with the lat- 
ter at the course he was pursuing, where 
upon Paddacks seized a chair and threatened 
to KIll him. Mrs. ddacks and her ehild 
have since lived with her father. Paddacks 
has two children by his first wife—two boys, 
aged 13 and 10 years—who have been with his 
relatives in Indiana. 
THE PRELUDE. 

About a month ago Paddacks retarned to 
hicago and secured a position in the photo- 
graphic department of KE. J. hmann’s 
“Fair.” The Mason family knew he was in 
the city, though no communication had 
passed between them until yesterday morn- 
ing, when Paadacks sent a card to the house 
saying that he would call to see his child at 
7 o’clock last evening. Mr. Mason objected 
to having him come to the house, but said he 
was willing to have him see the child if some 
person would take it to him. Paddacks had 
also the same day written a note to Fred J. 
gnaneton, asking him to meet him yester- 

ay at the corner of Wood and Lake streets. 


Charles Mason, and lives at No. 75 Walnut 
street. Hie and his brother A. W. Quanston 
carry on a lathing business, and A. J. Mason 
was employed bY them. A. W. Quansten 
boards with the Mason family. In compli- 
ance with the note F. J. Quanston — —— 
started to the rendezvous and met Paddacks 
as agreed.

No further conversation passed between 
them. Quanston said Paddacks was under 
the influence of liquorand that he saw him 
enter several saloons. It was also ascer- 
tained that Paddacks had been frequenting 
the saloons on Lake street during the entire 


| MASON WAS AT HOME. 

Nothing more was seen of Paddacks 
the Mason family*until the shooting. A. J. 
Mason had remained at home in anticipa- 
tion of a cail from Paddacks, he said, and at 
7:10 last evening left the house by the back 
door, accompanied by a boarder, and passed 
out onto Paulina street. After reaching 
the walk Mason and his companion sepa- 
rated, the latter going towards Madison 
street, Mason passing down Paulina street. 
When he reached we barn at the rear of the 
premises he was confronted by Paddacks, 
who, Mason says, must have come out of an 
alley. He placed a revolver to Mason’s face 
and said: * D—n your soul, I've come to see 
Eva, and if you standin my way Vil blow 
your brains out.” Mason replied, ** Don’ 
WII.“ whereupon, he says, Paddacks pu 
the trigger of the pistol. 

IT MISSED FIRE. * 


The hammer fell upou a loaded ca 
but it fuiled to aischarge it. Mason wr 
the pistol from Paddacks, and retreated to- 
ward the street, Paddacks foilowing, Mason, 
when he saw Paddacks moving toward him, 
fired three sbots at him, and at the last shot 
Paddacks fell off the curbstone into the 
street. He died in about a minute; not 
speaking after he fell. Officer Tierney heard 
the shots and ran te the spot. Who did the 
killing ?” he inquired. Mason replied, “I 
killed him; T had to doit.” Mason still held 
the pistol in his hand, and wads immediately 
into custody. 

MASON INTERVIEWED. 


He was seen at the station by a TRIBUNE 
reporter, and narrated his story as above. 
He is 24 years of age, rather short and well- 
built, and has a smooth face. He was dressed 
in black, which hightened the unusual pal- 
lor of his face. He tulked in a straightfor- 
ward manner, though apparently distressed, 
and had evidently been weeping. Mr. Mason, 
the Quanstons, Mrs. Eva Paddavks, and sev- 
eral of Mason’s sisters were assembled at 
the station. : 

THE WIFE. 
Eva Paddacks is an ordinary-appearing 
person, and in conversation with the reporter 
evinced a marked indifference, frequentiy 
laughing. At first she affected reticence, 
but at length corroborated the above as far 
as it related to her. She aise said that while 
living with Paddacks he failed to support 
her, though he was never cruel. 
Charles Mason said that about 9 o’clock 
Saturday night, as he was returning home 
from down-town, Paddacks sprang out of 
an alley on Lake street and confronted him. 
Mason ran into the alley and did not 
see Paddacks. Ile had heard yesterday, he 
said, that Paddacks intended to kill him 
that night. 


TWO BULLET-HOLES. 
When Paddacks fell some person called 
the patrol-wagon from the Lake Street Sta- 
tion, and the body was taken to Moffat’s un- 
dertaking establisument, Two bullet-holes 
were disclosed—one above the left eye and 
the other just above and to the left of the 
heart. ‘The first wound was probed for an 
inch, but the bullet was not recovered. 
Either ween would have been sufficient to 
rouuce death. 
Paddack was 32 old, tall, 
regular features wore a sand 
tache. The pistol used was a %-calibre 
ranger. Four of the chambers were empty, 
while one retained acartriage which, tho 
not exploded, bore the impression of 
hammer.

They 
have been uniformly the gainers by the agi- 
tation wherever the Republican party has 
been weighted down with even a suspicion 
of prohibition purposes, The enormous re- 
duetion of the popular majority of the Ro- 
publicans in Iowa and of the Republican 
majority in the popular branch of the Legis- 
lature is sufficient evidence of the political 
ravages the prohibition issue has made in 
that State. Hence the Democratic politicians 
have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by the continued agitation of the 
prohibition question, and they will not 
be tempted to propose any meas- 
ure calculated to allay it. In the next 
place, the Democratic party is subject to the 
orders of the dram-venders wherever the 
liquor traffic is in issue, and the doggeries 
would prefer a nominal system of prohibi- 
tion, which they know could not be enforced, 
to a practical system of high license which 
would compel them to contribute materially 
to the support of local government, cut 
down the number of grogshops, and make 
every man in the liquor business responsible 
to all rules and regulations adopted for the 
public protection against excesses and 
abuses.

FAIRNESS OF POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 

A great many people who would not den 
the right of Congress as a constitutional 
question to go into postal telegraphy still 
hesitate to give their support to that meas- 
ure. They think that the entrance by the 
Government into the field of telegraphy as a 
competitor with existing lines would be an 
unfair and tyrannical use of its overwhelm- 
‘ing wealth and power. It has no more right 
to do so, they say, than to invest the money 
of the public in paralleling a railroad in 
which the capita! of its citizens is invested 
Many persons who are in no way attached 
to the interests of the Western Union, and 
aislike as deeply as any the methods of its O 
promoters, regard the argument we have 
summarized as fatal to the justice and moral- 
ity of the posta! telegraph. 

If the object of the postal telegraph were 
to exterminate the capital invested in the 
Western Union no one could for a moment 
support it; we least of any would do so. 
That would be con If no moral 
objections withheld from confiscation it 
would still be forbidden by the piainest dic- 
tates of social prudence. That is a game 
that too many can play at. Society can bet- 
ter afford to pay for what it waats, and pay 
roundly, than to teach anarchy to its mem- 
bers. But it is not extermination, but com- 
petition, that postal telegraphy aims at. 

Charters, franchises, and privileges in- 
numerable have been granted by the Gov- 
ernment—State and National—to different 
corporations to secure competition in teleg- 
raphy. The National Government has 
even made land-grants for the purpose 
of assisting the construction of com- 
peting lines of telegraph across the con- 
tinent, But every effort to get compe- 
tition bas failed. The tendency to com- 
plete monopoly that is to be seen at work 
more slowly among the railroads has ac- 
complished its work quickly in the telegraph 
combination. Monopoly, like other things, 
seems to move more quickly by electricity 
than by steam. No sooner has a new line 
been built than it has been captured by the 
great telegraph combination and made the 
basis of the issue of another mass of watered 
stock, on which the public must pay extra 
dividends. In telegraphs, as Stephenson 
predicted would be the case with railroads, 
„competition is impossible where combina- 
nation is possible.“ . 

No one need attempt to argue with the 
people of this country that they must sit 
down idly in this ash-heap of their hopes of 
competition and pay one corporation what- 
ever it chooses to demand out of their earn- 
ings for its services and submit to any regula- 
tions it may see fit in its autocratic power to 
dictate. The American people will not do 
it. They would not be fit to bea free people 
if they did not have the most furious jeal- 
. ousy of any such power in private hands. 
They are rightly jealous of the absolute con- 
trol that has been acquired by the Western 
Union of the telegraphic communication of 
this country. Public opinion will never rest 
until some way has been found to reéstab- 
lish the position of the public as an equal 
party with the Western Union in making 
bargains for telegraphing. 

There is no better way of reintroducing 
competition into the telegraph world and 
keeping it there than for the Goverment to 
build and run telegraph lines as an adjunct 
to its postal business, Every private con- 
cern that we have started to compete sells 
out. Let us nowtry a public competition 
that cannot be sold out. Government com- 
petition will not exterminate nor even injure 
the Western Union. A growing country will 
give business enough for both. It will check 
its dropsical growth of watered stock and 
mend its manners and its speed, and that will 
be as much of a benefit to its stockholders 
as to the public. We do not want a Govern- 
ment monopoly of telegraphy any more than 
a private monopoly. The English Govern- 
ment has a monopoly, with the usual result 
of official inefficiency, as Dr. Green shows, 
and the complaints he quotes from papers 
like the London Times are the natural con- 
sequence. But postal telegraphy, while it 
will break up the private monopoly, will not 
establish a public one. The two systems 
will operate as mutual quickeners. 

Fortunately we are not left to mere argument 
to support the justice and practicainess of 
the competition of the Government with pri- 
vate concerns. There is no country in which 
public opinion about the sacredness ot Gov- 
ernment obligations to private rights is more 
sensitive thanin Engl but the English 
Government has with the nearly unanimous 
consent of its political economists, its moral- 
ists, its statesmen, and its people, gone into the 
business of carrying merchandise through 
the mails for the public benefit in competi- 
tion with the express companies. The same 
thing has been done here without any objec- 
tion. Senator Edmunds well said on this 
subject in Congress last winter: 


We introduced into the postal system not long 
ago a provision for carrying merchandise, but 
we did not think it necessary to buy up the 
Adams Express Company, or the Southern Ex- 
press Company, or the Union Express Company, 
or the United States Express Company, altho 
what we did very seriousiy diminished their 
profits and impaired their business. Every- 
thing that the United States does operates in 
that way upon the interests of its private citi- 
zens—everything except the appropriation of 
money directly, We cannot bulid a ship, we 
cannot build a post-office, we can do any- 
thing in the Way of furthering the materia! in- 
terests of the country that does not by just so 
much interfere with the ** — 0 peo- 
bie engaged in that kind of transactions. 


There is one point of great importance in 
favor of postal telegraphy and against al- 
lowing the present monopoly to stand that 
has not been pointed out. The Western 
Union service is under the control of a great 
speculator assisted by a Board of Directors 
of the greatest speculators in the country— 
men like Augustus Schell, C. P. Huntington, 
Sidney Dillon, Samuel Sloan, Jay Gould, 
Russell Sage, Alonzo B. Cornell, Cyrus W. 
Field, and a dozen others of about the same 
kind. As a result of thus being in the hands 
of men whose greatest wealth has been ac- 
cumulated by the manipulation of the spec- 
ulative markets for food, railway stocks and 
bonds, and capital, the greatest development 
of the Western Union has been in its service 
to the great gambling markets. Dr. Green 
cites with pride the tact that a Chicago 
stock-broker can send an order to Wall 
street and get an answer in ene to four min- 
utes, and that telegrams go between the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and the New York 
Produce Exchange sometimes in fractions of 
aminute. Hedoes not add that while his 
company does so much for the men who are 
making fictitious prices for the bread and 
meat and investments of the peopie it often 
does its other business more slowly than if 
it were done on foot. 

There is hardly one of our readers who 
cannot testify as the result ot unfortunate 
experience that when the Western Union 
turns aside from its petted stock-brokers and 
wheat cornerers to send messages for com- 
mon people between common places it oper- 
ates with the most exasperating delays and 
apparent indifference to the publie interests 
or conveniences, This is only what is to be 
expected from a concern managed by men 
who m fortunes in hours by manipulat- 
ing hanges, and who naturally want 
to do everything possible to stimulate the 
“dear people to meet them in those resorts. 


We recognize to the full the value of the 
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stock exchanges and the boards of trade, 
bat there are other things worthy of tele- 
graphic zeal, and a postal telegraph man- 
aged by representatives of the people would be 
a grateful novelty in the attention it would 


give to non-speculative correspondence,

The “ground” towards which Americans 
are alleged to be moving is the English aris- 
tocratic system of special®privileges, primo- 
geniture and entail, consolidation of small 
farms into huge estates cultivated by a rack- 
rented tenantry, restricting the ballot to the 
richer classes, and other feudal features of 
the British polity. 

It has been frequently stated of late that 
the United States is growing conversative“ 
—i. e., Tory—but not a solitary fact has been 
ever adduced in favor of this vague asser- 
tion. Facts proving the contrary are many. 
The United States Government is admitted- 
ly the best example ot the rute of the people 
by the people, and there is nothing to show 
that any considerable class is dissatisfied 
There have been frequent 
complaints of the corrupt and evil et- 
fects of universal suffrage on the govern- 
ment of large cities, and the complaints 
are unfortunately not without reason. But 
there has been no serious proposition to cur- 
tail the privileges of citizens or to limit the 
suffrage because of the abuses, which nearly 
everybody feels will disappear as soon as the 
foreigners who form so large an element of 
our urban population are thoroughly as- 
similated with the native citizens. The 
abuses, indeed, proceed from foreign-born 
citizens who are the victims of the systems of 
enforced ignorance, dependence, poverty, 
and serfdom which Lord Salisbury and his 
friends eulogize and wish to return to. But 
because these people do not fully appreciate 
their duty to their adopted country, and be- 
cause from the very circumstances of their 
case they have become the dupes of black- 
mail * bosses ” who take advantage ot their 
ignorance and prejudices, that is not suffi- 
cient reason why there should be a retreat 


from the rule of republicanism and accept- 


ance of that oligarchic rule which Lord 
Salisbury so prizes, and which has produced 
‘untold misery, and been the fruitful parent 
of poverty, crime, and suffering in Britain 
and Ireland and other monarchic countries. 

Lord Coleridge at the banguet at New 
York last week said he did not know what 
manner of Americans those English writers 
who recommend English institutions for 
America must have met when they visited 
this country; but he warned his hearers, 
thongh he had hardly need to do so (he was 
perhaps constrained to speak his mind by 
some of the flunkevish expressions addressed 
to him), that those who look to a building up 
of aristocratic institutions and systems in 
imitation of England and Europe offered 
them snares and delusions. He rejoiced that 
the landlord was not an American entity, 
and that the public educational institutions 
were mainly intended for the benefit of the 
poor. He looked rather to the adoption of 
American radicalism by his country. He 
could see no tendency toward English con- 
servatism in this, and he rejoiced thereat. 

If we look to the events of the last twenty 
years we but recognize a steady advance to- 


wards a more perfect democracy in this 


country. The extension of suffrage to the 
men of the colored race and the abolition of 
certain tax qualifications for suffrage in Vir- 
ginia and Massachusetts are matters not 
very remote. They certainly do not show 
any disposition to go backwards. The con- 
servatism which may appear to Englishmen 
arises no doubt from the fact that we seem 
to be at a standstill. There is nothing being 
done. But the American people are merely 
preparing for great reforms in the relation 
of transportation and other semi-public com- 
panies to the people by whom they have been 
created. Will these reforms when intro- 
duced seem to the Marquis of Salisbury fa- 
vorable specimens of American conserv- 
atism? 

The tendencies of England are now strik- 
ingly American. No doubt Lord Salisbury 


meant the Quarterly Review article to pre)- 


udice the minds of the English peopie 
against our methods, but it will hardly be 
successful in that direction. The English 
have already adopted an improved form of 
our caucus system; the so-called Conference 
of Leeds last week was but a convention 
after the American plan, and the resolutions 
were a platform. The program of the ad- 
vanced thinkers and statesmen of the party 
which speaks for the great majority of the 
British voters, not to say of the British people, 


isin the direction of American ideas, en- 


larged suffrage, proportional representation, 

shorter Parliaments, and paid legislators. 
All that the British Radicals demand we 

have, and we are not at all anxious to get rid 


of any part of our privileges, nuotwithstand- .

On the contrary, we can com- 
mend them to the attention of our English 
friends, and teli them that our experience 
warrants us in advising their adoption.

NEGOTIATIONS for running an exception- 
ally fast train from Paris to St. Petersburg are 
said to be so far advanced as to convert the proj- 
ect into a reality.

PROF. SWING. 


Luther the Man. 
Prof. Swing delivered the following ser- 
mon at Central Musie-Hall yesterday: 
Ye are sons of the living God. — Hosea, t., 10. 
Weare drawing near an anniversary which 
all through the intellectual world will call 
to mind one of those great mortals who have, 
at great intervals, appeared uponearth. Not 
all are born with great ability nor amid 
those circumstances which help make or re- 
veal all the high attributes, nor do all have 
greatness thrust upon them. As when dia- 
monds are sought for in the rich sands the 
hard toilers wash out many a hundred and 
many a ten thousand before they find one 
that is large and dear, fit for a Queen’s 
crown, so these rare things from Heaven 
the human souls—pass along in mighty. 
multitudes before the world can with one 
accord point toward one man who is high 
above the great throng in all that confers ex- 
cellence! ‘The days and weeks are now lead- 
ing us gradually toward a point in the calen- 
dar made illustrious by him who at that place 
in time wept his way into this world. Mar- 
tin Luther was born the 10th of November, 
1483. Four hundred years will soon have 
passed since Margaret and Hans Luther 
looked upon the face of that infant which 
was to become a turning pointin the march 
of mankind. It is understood that this com- 
ing birthday will be observed in all the 
Protestant churehes by pastors and peoples. 
But what a task will that preacher have on 
his hands who shall attempt in one discourse 
to gather up the facts of the case and to ex- 
press thuse feelings and reflections which 
ought to arise over so great a page in his- 
tory! At best we can do little that shall equal 
the great memory. Four centuries have 
caused most of the colors to fade from the 
canvas, and instead of gazing upon a grand 
drama in human life we look back and trace 
faint outlines of a monk and an elector and 
a Pope. But that we may perform our best 
service in this matter of retrospection, let us 
dedicate four Sundays to the events and 
ideas which attend the name of Martin 
Luther. And when the four lessons shall 
have been read and studied we shall all be 
still imperfect students of such an immense 
theme. The human heart is not large enough 
to carry its own world. Its path is littered 
by jewels it has flung away. 
Here we are in the closing years of the 
nineteenth century. Beyond doubt it is the 
atest century ever lived by mankind. 
me old periods were great in architecture, 
others in waßn otners in abstract philosophy. 
others in an ascetic religion like that of In- 
dia, others in external magnificence like that 
of Babylon and Carthage, but this century 
contains all the valuable forms of eminence 
which marked the past, and to those forms of 
thought and sentiment it adds its own un- 
rivaled stores. Compared with the present, 
old commerce, and old philosophy, and old 
industry, and old science, and old religion 
were only intants reaching outchildish hands 
in play. We find ourselves on the banks of 
such a stream of intellectual and moral power 
as never flowed through the nations founded 


the early 
dare not boast, for little of this triumph 
came from us. As individuals we are only 
witnesses at the spectacle, without be 
ourselves the amazing scene, We are to ad 
our souls to the vast fact, but it did not com 
from us. We are like the humble crow 
which received and welcomed Jesus. He 
was greater than they. He arose in the far- 
off Mountains and porches of meditation and 
study, and then moved down upon the com- 
mon fields of Palestine. The crowd wel- 
comed Him, and afterward became changed 
into His likeness. Thus our modern glory 
ot politics, and science, and art, law, 

benevolence has flowed down to us, and 
we welcome it with many a hosanna, but, in- 
stead of its whole cause, we are 
blessed forever if we are changed into 
its image. As the thick soil is formed 
by the leaves and ses which fall upon 
the earth and dissolve into it, so the richness 
of our century is the result of that human 
foliage which budded and bloomed and per- 
ished long ago. How long the human race 
has thus been living and dying we know not, 
but it is possible that we are 20,000 years 
away from the first prayers to God and from 
the first tears that ever fell upon a grave. If 
Newton, while thinking of the stars, felt that 
he was only a child on the shores of a sea, 
89 may we in looking back at spectacle 
of man feel that we are only children stand- 
ing by a measureless wave. Our hearts are 
emptied of ail egotism, and from boasting 
we fall to praying for the privilege of help- 

onward the advancing world.

We may be tranferring our love over 
to steam and electricity, and are yearly think- 
ing less of such a living soul as which 
we call Jesus or Paul, or Savonaroia or 
Luther. If so, itis our error and our loss, 
for the truth is that our world does not 
tremble under the pulsations of the engine so 
much as under the beatings of the heart—the 
rumbling of the locomotive being heard not 
half so far as the footstep of a great man. 
Luther repeated history by be born in 
humble life. The wheels of youth rest or 
rust in riches in hoverty y all run. 
Wealth says, How shal enjoy myself? 
Poverty says, What labor shail I perform? 
Out of the former come those who play; out 
of the latter those who work. ut this 
scarcity of money must joined to a great 
degree of sensibility and culture inherited 
from ancestors or found in the earliest sar- 
roundings of youth. For if poverty alone 
were able to make greatness, the African 
tribes and Zulus should be supplying the 
world with statesmen, and the mud huts of 
New Mexico should be sending forth poetry.

Much of 
German eminence among men has come 
from the devotion of father and mother ty the 
care of each child. As each Hebrew nother 
had a remote suspicion that perhaps her boy 
was to be the Savior of Israel, so each Ger, 
man parent easily reached the conclusion 
that the nation had long been waiting for hig 
son to appear; and so far as layin ei 
power the German fathers and mothers ur 
their offspring onward toward a dreamedeat 
destiny. Stilling. and Mozart, and Beethoy 
and Goethe were not only born to great 
powers, but also were whipped ints 
success by their fathers. All complain 
of the pitiless cruelty of their early gue 
roundings. Stilling’s father whipped hig 
almost daily. To common cruelty the father 
of Beethoven added drunkenness; but yet 80 
anxious was he that his son should beso 
au extraordinary musician that he falsified 
regarding the child’s age that he might seem 
the more a prodigy.

While our times 
have no sympathy with this. brutality it ean- 
not but look with approval and delight upon 
that parental care and ambition which ep 
compassed all these great children in their 
old German homes. In framing an explana- 
tion of many of the leading men of the whole 
past we must find a part of the causes oj 
things to rest in the culture and ambition of 
the father and mother.
